Complete the Store Set Up 


Go to your theme settings and configure your Home page to display the 
products and collections that you would like to display there. 


(Please watch the video for a demonstration of how to do this) 
Check all the links in your menus to make sure that they go to the correct pages. 


Your store is almost ready to show to potential drop ship suppliers. 


Just two more small things to do. 


The first is completely optional - a logo. You can either simply leave the name 
of your store in the header, or you can replace it with a logo. 


If you do want to get a logo now, you can get a really nice one for just $5 over at 
fiverr.com 


Here are a couple of links to recommended logo gigs (as used by myself and 
other students. The 'basic' gig at $5 is all you need!

The second thing is NOT optional - a physical address on your store. Somewhere 
on your store you need to put an address. You do not need to make the 
address prominent, as long as it's on the site somewhere. 


| suggest that you create a new page, call it 'Write to Us' or ‘Contact Us’, or 
something along those lines. Add the page to your footer. 


What if you don't have a business address and you only have your home 
address? And what if you want to sell in another country. For example, you 
want to sell in the US, but you live in Russia. You wouldn't want your store 
visitors in the US to see a Russian address on your store, right? 


True, but if it's just a footer link, very few visitors will ever see it. Especially if 
you have a link in the HEADER called 'Get Help', because most of your visitors 
will click on that if they are looking for a way to get in touch with you. 


However, if you definitely don't want to use your home address, or if you want 
an address in a different country, you can get a virtual mailing address. The 
downside is that virtual mailing addresses are not free.
